MADISON, Wis. (AP) - A 


bill which would toughen Wis- 
consin's open meetings statute 
has received the unanimous en- 


• dorsement of the Senate's Gov- 


ernment and Veterans' Affairs 
Committee, and its author is 
optimistic about its chances of 
becoming law. 


The' measure's next hurdle 


comes when it is voted on by 
the entire senate. 


"I think the time is ripe for 


.passage of the bill," said Sen. 
Fred A. Risser, D-Madison. 
"The only possible attack on it 
might come on the extent of pe- 
nalties." 


The imposition of a penalty of 


up to $300 on any governmental 
official who violates the anti-se- 
crecy law is one of the key pro- 
visions of Risser's bill. 


It also differs from present 


law by forbidding any govern- 
mental meetings at which "col- 
lective decisions" are made 
from being secret. 


. Need Cited 


Both provisions are needed in 


the statutes, Risser contends, to 
bring an end to abuses of the 
public's right to know what 
their elected and appointed ser- 
vants are up to. 


He describes the measure as 


"a good government bill" rath- 
er than special interest legisla- 
tion. 


"We've ' discovered that one 


way of getting around the 
present.law is to meet in pri- 
vate, often socially before a 
meeting," Risser said. •

said the language on collective 
decisions," borrowed from a 
Suoreme .Court decision, is de- 
signed to put an end to such 
ingenious ruses.

The rejection by a federal court ot 


the proposition by Attorney General 
John Mitchell and the Justice Depart- 
ment that court permission is not 
necessary for wiretapping when the 
national security, in the Attorney 
General's opinion, is involved, is a step 
for the defense of individual rights in the 
nation. It is further than that a move 
against the hysteria that often overtakes 
our government when there appears to 
be threats of revolution or whatever. 


Mr. Mitchell argued that as far as 


ordinary criminal cases were con- 
cerned, court approval was essential. 
But he insisted that when it was a matter 
of national security, only federal of- 
ficials could really assess the dangers. 
They would have a background of in- 
formation, he said, that would not bs 
readily available to a court called upon 
to 
decide 
whether 
immediate 


wiretapping was in the interest of. 
national security or whether it was 
merely something of a fishing ex- 
pedition. But it seems quite likely, 
whatever confidence we have in Mr. 
Mitchell, that fishing expeditions might 
become the habit of the day as long as J. 
Edgar Hoover remains as FBI director. 


Throughout our history and for that 


matter the history of many other 
nations, the conflict between national 
security and individual rights has been a 
serious one. In Communist countries and 
others with dictatorial regimes, the 
problem is not so great. The state is 
paramount. But tins has not been true in 


countries that consider themselves to be 
trying to give the majority of rule to the 
majority of people — in other words, 
democratic leadership. Here the matter 
of individuals' rights to keep individual 
and private information from govern- 
mental authorities or from anyone else 
is highly regarded. Apparently, neither 
Mr. Mitchell nor Mr. Hoover regard it in 
that light. Are the threats of conspiracy 
alleged to be attributed to the 
Weathermen, the Black Panthers or the 
Ku Klux Klan so serious that other 
Americans can have their phones tap- 
ped? The outcome of several trials — 
especially that of an alleged conspiracy 
to blow up part of Washington and to 
kidnap Henry Kissinger — may give us 
the answer. 


In the meantime it is reassuring to 


know that the courts seem to be leaning 
in the direction of indix'idual rights 
rather than vague defenses of national 
security. It shouldn't take that long to 
get a court order on wiretapping if the 
need is that great. Surveillance prac- 
tices irresponsibly put into practice and 
apparently unreviewed until the press 
discovered them are a strong indication 
that tighter controls against Big Brother 
must be maintained, whatever the scare 
tactics from the F.B.I, or perhaps even 
the threats of real danger. We think the 
nation can be defended without 
wiretapping which has not been cleared 
by a court of law, undoubtedly a more 
objective judge than the Attorney 
General, with his definite political 
allegiances, or the F.B.I. 


A Little Racial Progress in Africa 


Since Rhodesia broke away from 


England's control and the Republic of 
South Africa has continued to enforce 
apartheid policies — including the 
refusal to let black tennis star Arthur 
Ashe compete in that country — there 
has continued to be the fear that even- 
tually a really disastrous race war might 
break out in Africa. Many black African 
national leaders have, been sounding 
aggressive and the "'advantage in 
numbers is obvious. 


But in recent months both sides seem 


to be trying to work out means of talking 
if not actually collaborating. 


South African Prime Minister John 


Vorster has recently invited several 
leaders of black nations to visit Cape 
Town and even discuss the matter of 
apartheid. The invitation is not being 
scorned as it might have been only a few 
years ago. One reason is that black 
African nations and South Africa and 
Rhodesia, however much they may 
proclaim their political and racial 
ideologies, do have a substantial amount 
of trade relations. Last year South 
Africa made a deal with the Malagasy 


Republic for .SS1/^ million to develop 
tourism in that country. Malawi, which 
is landlocked, needs access to a seaport 
and South Africa is the most obvious one 
and willing to cooperate. 


There has so far in recent month's 


been far less emphasis in black African 
nations on the need to sponsor guer- 
rilla warefare against the governments 
of Rhodesia or South Africa. Probably 
part of the reason has been the 
realization in such nations of the in- 
stability of -their own governments. 
The fall of a variety of somewhat dic- 
tatorial regimes has made some dif- 
ference. But economics seems to be the 
determining factor. 


Prime Minister Vorster is obviously 


more amenable to discussion than was 
his assassinated predecessor. He has 
invited and apparently plans to receive, 
as recognized heads of state, black 
African leaders who have not before 
visited South Africa under such con- 
ditions. If both sides can meet with 
courtesy and respect, one of the dangers 
of a real racial outbreak in Africa may 
be averted. 


Alaskan Natives Press Demands 


Another minority group which is 


making demands to make up for dis- 
crimination in the past is the natives of 
Alaska — Aleuts, Eskimos and Indians. 
The new emphasis upon the develop- 
ment of oil resources in Alaska may 
finally win for their claims some action 
in Congress. 


There have been several bills in- 


troduced in both the Senate and the 
House of Representatives but most of 
them are considered inadequate by the 
Alaska Federation of Natives. Formal 
claims have been filed by natives for a 
total of 340,000,000 acres of land, more 
than 90 per cent of the state. Aboriginal 
claim is the basis for the suits and there 
is no doubt but that the natives were 
there first. 


Senator Henry Jackson in January 


reintroduced his measure which would 
give outright to the natives 10,000,000 
acres around their current villages and 
would give them 2 per cent royalty on 
minerals and $500 million over a 12 year 
period in federal funds. Representative 
Aspinall would give natives outright title 
to only 20,000 acres but the right to fish 
and hunt on 40,000,000 acres, some 
money from the federal government and 
from federal mineral revenues. 


But the bill that comes closest to the 


demands of the Alaskans was sponsored 
in the Senate by Senator Fred Harris, 
whose wife, part Comanche, has been a 
leader nationally in trying to win rights 
for Indians. Senator Edward Kennedy 
and eight other senators also sponsored 
the bill. It would give 60,000,000 acres to 
the natives, half a billion dollars ap- 
propriated by Congress and a 2 per cent 
share in perpetuity cf revenues from 
public lands. The other bills would cut 
the revenues off at certain amounts. 


Ordinarily the path for such bills 


through Congress would probably be 


slow and difficult. The 55,000 natives of 
Alaska do not represent a great voting 
force and they have little means of 
exerting any pressure. The potential 
riches of Alaska are just being realized 
and as usual greed and profits seem 
more likely to determine opinions than 
the rights of a minority people, 
especially those who prefer to continue 
to a great extent their more primitive 
way of life. 


But the excitement over oil leases 


and other mineral possibilities has 
meant a considerable pressure from 
industries and officials of Alaska to get 
the claims settled so that exploitation of 
the resources may continue without 
endless litigation. 


Senator Kennedy, in arguing for the 


bill, pointed out that money did not 
compensate people "for giving up the 
land upon which their lives and culture 
depend." White Americans are realizing 
more and more that their own 
development of the United States has not 
always been in the best interests of 
future citizens and that Indians in 
particular have a deeper understanding 
of the needs of conservation. 


It may be that Alaskan natives will be 


induced to exploit whatever land is 
finally allotted to them. But it would 
appear that preserving the natural 
forests, tundras, lakes and streams is 
more likely under their ownership than 
the white man's. The proposed oil 
pipeline across Alaska has not yet been 
proved to be harmless to the ecology of 
the regions through which it must pass. 
The sale of oil leases on the North Slope 
last year, with $900,000,000 going to the 
state and nothing to the Eskimos, was 
hastily done. The matter of native 
ownership of land and their right to some 
of the revenues from other areas should 
be settled and as much in the interests of 
the natives as possible.

Mr. Nixon at Bat 
President Refuses to Bend 
To Pressure on Vietnam

I approached Mr. Nixon's 


speech last week with high 
expectations, and as the 
saying goes, I was half 
satisfied. I will settle for that. 
I had hoped that, finally the 


President would declare that 
henceforward no American 
conscript would be sent to 
combat duty in Vietnam, 
except as a volunteer. Shortly 
after the speech I inquired 
why the President had not 
made such a declaration, and 
was advised by a Pentagon 
official that "the arithmetic 
doesn't check out." 


I did.not press him, but I 


nevertheless find it inex- 
plicable that with a regular 
armed force in excess of two 
million men, to which we 
might add those conscripts 
who believe in the Vietnam 
War, we cannot come up with 
the 150,000 men nowadays 
exposed to combat duty in 
Vietnam. We have less than 
300,000 men there, and the 
rough estimate is that sixty 
per cent of them are exposed 
to combat. 


Why do we need a national 


draft, in a country of two 
hundred million people, in 
order to come up with 150,000 
combatants, who in any case 
will be reduced by ap- 
proximately five per cent per 
month during the next period? 
The temper of the country has 
recently turned against the 
Vietnam war. But there are 
still those who profoundly 
believe in the American 
mission there. Surely, from 
the loins of these, the few 
thousand volunteers would 
issue, as necessary (if at all), 
to supplement the regular 
armed force whose job it is to 
engage in routine military 
enterprises as prescribed by 
the commander-in-chief, in 
pursuit of American security? 


Surely somebody in the 


executive apparatus ought to 
explain why "the arithmetic • 
doesn't check out." Why is the 
explanation so abstruse? The 
effort is surely worth making,

satisfying. It is most often said 
about Mr. Nixon that he is a 
political opportunist. When 
Lyndon Johnson affirmed and 
reaffirmed the necessity of 
following through with our 
commitments in Vietnam he 
had the satisfaction 
of 


knowing that 
the over- 


whelming majority of the 
American people agreed with 
him, even if, towards the end, 
the Democratic vote was 
almost evenly divided. Mr. 
Nixon, when he spoke last 


week, had seen polls that 
suggest that two-thirds of the 
American people desire ar- 
dently a date, preferably 
before the end of this calendar 
year, when we will be out of 
Vietnam altogether. It is in the 
teeth of this popular current 
that the President spoke, 
simply, firmly, declining to 
bend under the pressure. 


If Mr. Nixon were the op- 


portunist he is accused of 
being, how easy it would have 
been to announce the end of 
the American presence in 
Vietnam, not later than, say, 
next Christmas. Oh, how very 
many volunteers he'd have 
found among his associates 
who'd have composed him a 
speech logically and morally 
irresistible, except perhaps to 
those who reason grimly 
forward to the strategic 
consequences of an unthinking 
withdrawal. 


Instead, Mr. Nixon simply 


said: we were right to begin 
with, we are right now not to 
panic, it would be a mistake to 
hand over to the enemy a 
unilateral commitment which 
could only have the effect of 
strengthening their resolution. 
It is not necessary to parade 
yet again the reasons why it 
was strategically correct to 
help the Vietnamese, in order 
to isolate the deed of Richard 
Nixon. The minority are very 
few who would have turned 
against him if he had said: 
Vietnamization is complete, 
and now we are withdrawing. 
He'd have pleased the huge 
majority, hugely, and he is 
cunning enough to devise 
sufficient explanations in the 
event that the situation in 
Vietnam turned sour. One 
wonders whether some of Mr. 
Nixon's 
most persistent 


critics, whatever they may 
think about his decision, will 
admit, however grudgingly, to 
his having acted bravely, 
conscientiously; 
admirably.

Own Generation Gap

My luncheon host was only 


seven years younger than I, 
but there is a funny kind of 
"generation gap'' between us

that is as great as any. I 
thought of this when he called 
for the bill, and it was $19. 


He had insisted on our 


lunching at this expensive 
place, and I knew it would be 
around $20 for the two of us, 
plus tip; and I also knew that 
this was not expense-account 
money but was coming out of 
his own pocket. 


It actually hurt me to see 


him lay it out, when I 
remembered our difference'in 
ages. I am a child of the 
Depression, and he is not; I 
was permanently scarred in a 
way he escaped, and knows 
nothing of. 


When the Depression began. 


I was entering my teens, and 
bad times really didn't begin 
to diminish until I was in my 
20s. He was only a little boy at 
the time, and the Depression 
is just a blur in his mind. It 
makes all the difference in 
picking up a $20 luncheon 
check. 


We are as alien to each 


other, in that respect, as the 
people who experienced the 
concentration camps and 
those who didn't. There is no 
way of relating on that level; 


sif you didn't live through it, all 
the stories of dramas about it 
are pale and dim abstractions. 
To the young, Hitler might as 
well have been Attila the Hun, 
and the Depression as long 
ago as the War of the Roses. 


It seems unfair to blame or 


reproach today's youngsters" 
for failing to share the sense of 
values that older people 
possess, when even a man 
only seven years younger than 
myself has a far different 
concept of money than I have. 
Veterans are always different 
from non-veterans, no matter 
if they are veterans of a 
foreign war of a domestic 
cataclysm. 


The Depression left millions 


of us with a permanent case of 
shell-shock. We saw what 
could happen to men who had 
worked all their lives, Who 
knew how to work, and wanted 
to work, and were forced into 
the indecency of unem- 
ployment, 
of 
public 


assistance, of begging for a 
living. 


This bad dream haunts us 


for all of our days, no matter 
how secure or affluent we may 
feel on the surface of our 
being; no matter how much 
we reassure ourselves that the 
structure of our society would 
no longer permit the same 
thing to happen. But the 
wound has not fully healed, 
and possibly never will. 


To my friend, the $20 lun-' 


cheon bill was a munificent 
gesture. I have done the same 
— spent as carelessly and as 
cavalierly—but not without a 
subterranean twinge of guilt, 
not without a tiny wrench of 
memory, recalling when a 
full-grown man worked a 
whole week for that. I could 
not bridge a gap of only seven 
years with him; how can we 
expect youngsters whose first 
President was Eisenhower to 
have the remotest idea what 
we are talking about, much 
less feeling in our deepest 
recesses?

After this 
defect was finally corrected 
following numerous r e p a i r 
calls, the oven doors fell off. 


By the time the over-heat- 


ing problem was corrected, it 
was three months beyond the 
warranty 
period, and the 


small manufacturer refused to 
pay the costs, which were 
$50.82. MACAP convinced him 
to pay them. 


When problems with the 


stove persisted, and the man- 
ufacturer refused 
to keep 


paying, the case bounced back 
to MACAP. Obviously, the 
stove was a defective one, but 
also quite clearly, terms of 
the warranty did not require 
replacement of the stove or 
parts after one year. 


Outlook Changes 


Until recent years, • that 


would be the end of it: the 
buyer would simply have no 
recourse but to pay through 
the nose for the "lemon" he 
got. But the outlook has 
changed because of new in- 
dustry attitudes, exemplified 
by the creation of MACAP, 
and a series of court decisions 
and legislative efforts. 


MACAP has adopted a poli- 


cy that says a warranty is 
still in effect for problems 
that originate during the war- 
ranty period but extend after- 
ward. Its members also are 
inclined to extend the warran- 
ty to cover new problems that 
arise after the period is over

for an appliance that showed 
earlier defects.. 


Recent court decisions have 


supported this concept with 
the phrase "implied warran- 
ty." They have ruled that the 
simple act of placing a prod- 
uct on public sale carries 
with it an implied warranty 
that the product is fit for the 
purpose intended and safe for 
use regardless of time limits 
and other restrictions speci- 
fied in a written warranty or 
guarantee. 


But MACAP has no power 


to enforce its decisions; it 
must rely on the goodwill and 
business sense of member 
organizations and others in 
the industry. Judging from 
results of the first year's 
operations, it is making prog- 
ress. In fact, it has stirred 
the interest of other industries 
in adopting similar procedures 
in order to stem the rising 
tide of consumer complaints. 


Cases Settled 


According to its own fig- 


ure's, it has satisfactorily set- 
tled a total-of 1.855 cases out 
of 2,889 referred to it. These 
figures include several hun- 
dred received and processed 
by sponsoring industry associ- 
ations before MACAP was 
formally organized in March, 
1970. 


Most of the complaints in- 


v o 1 v e d refrigerators 
and 


ranges. The proportions were 
41 per cent for refrigerators, 
24 per cent for ranges, 14 per 
cent for washers, 8 per 
cent for dishwashers. 5 per 
cent for air. conditioners and 8 
per cent for all other applian- 
ces under MACAP jurisdiction. 


The most frequent cause for 


complaint was dissatisfaction 
with service or charges, which 
accounted for 22 per cent of 


all cases. Next most frequent 
complaint involved defects or 
poor performance. 
19 per 


cent, followed by problems of 
getting parts or defective 
parts, 18 per cent. 


Excessive repairs were the 


subject of 7 per cent of 
complaints, while warranty 
and temperature problems 
each accounted for 7 per cent 
more. Other - less frequent 
causes of trouble were non- 
responsiveness of dealers or 
manufacturers, e x c e s s i v e 
noise, food spoilage, safety 
problems, sales misrepresen- 
tation, improper installation 
and inadequate buying infor- 
mation. 


Although MACAP expenses 


are paid by the industry 
associations sponsoring it, its 
members are not paid and are 
anxious to demonstrate their 
independence in handling indi- 
vidual cases and setting poli- 
cies.

the state department, in a letter 
to Woehler, said that "docu- 
ments filed fail to indicate that 
any actual work has com- 
menced to replace the current 
inadequate facility. I am unable 
at this point to consider any 
change in the current order 
limiting use of the jail." 


Woehler claimed the state 


was "changing the rules" as to 
what constituted commencing 
work. He said it was his 
understanding that the restric- 
tions would be lifted when the 
county had formally committed 
itself to construction. This, he 
said, the county has done. 


"I don't think we should
